There were about 600 retail ieciero in Leitx photographic 
equipment in Berlin prior to 154*5# but their nones and 
addresses are so looser available to the Berlin wholesale 
house. Each retailer vas obliged to keep a register of 
the owner* to whoa Lelea cameras Lad been sold, and a 
record of the registration was also supposed to be kept by 
the Leitx people in b'atzlarj if successful, as many as 
possible of these dealers will be contacted for information 
concerning the camera.
